Legion Head Says Soldiers 


Only Want Financial 


Relief. 


Washington, March 2.—Taking up for 


the first time the whole question of 
soldier relief legislation, the house ways 
and means committee got into a row 
today over preocedur and broke up in 
some confusion after members had re- 
peated charges made in the house that 
the measures had been sent to the com- 
mittee for burial. 
After many heated 
exchanges be- 
tween members the committee ordered 
the room cleared of the crowd of spec- 
tators and then in executive session fin- 
ally decided to continue hearing tomor- 
row. 
* 


Before the sudden termination of the 
session Franklin D'Olier, national com- 
mander of the American Legion and 
Thomas W. Miller, chairman 
of the 
national executive committee present- 
ed briefly an outline of what the or- 
ganization sought from congress. Both 
declared service men were not asking 
for a bonus and Miller asserted that 
3,004,000 
soldiers, 
directly 
affected 
were closely watching consideration of 
the matter of realjustment compensa- 
tion. 
Franklin, D. O'Lier. national com- 
mander of the American Legion, out- 
lining to the house ways and means 
commission today the organization de- 
mands for soldier relief legislation, de- 
clared it wanted no bonus, but assist- 
ance for former service men in over 
coming 
present "financial disadvan- 
tages." 
All the legion .asks, he told the com 
mittee, "is as liberal treatment as is 
consistent with the welfare of the whole 
country." 
An overwhelming majority of ex-ser- 
vice men feel strongly that this govern- 
ment owes an obligation to all persons 
who were handicapped either bodily or 
financially," the national commander 
declared, adding that disabled men 
wanted relief legislation to the end that 
they would no longer be objects of pri- 
vate charity. 
- Recommendations for legislation were 
presented as ..follows. 
Land settlements covering farms in 
all states; aid to encourage purchases of 
homes;- vocational training and adjust- 
ment of compensation based on length 
of service for those not desiring to 
avail themselves of the other three fea- 
tures. 


"The 
American Legion," Mr. O'Lier 
said, "asks nothing in its selfish inter 
eats at the expense of the country, but 
at the same time does not feel that this 
obligation to ex service men and women 
should be altogether passed by at this 
time and all economizing done at the 
expense of the ex-service man.' 


"If legislation is wisely framed cov- 
ering land settlement, home aid and 
vocational training, every dollar invest- 
ed by the government will bring ulti- 
mately great returns to the country by 
making the ex-service man a" better 
citizen and greater producer." 


More than 50 bills relating to bonuses 
were before the committee when it be 
gan hearings on the whole question of 
soldier relief.

COUNTY LIBRARY WORK. 


A fine example of what can be done 


to furnish modern library and reading 
facilities, to people living in remote 
rural villages is given in Washington 
county, Maryland. For the past 20 
years books have been 
distributed 


throughout the county from a central 
library located at Hagerstown. the 
county seat town, to about 75 branch 
libraries located about the county. 


Since 1915 books have been distribut- 


ed by a motor truck carrying 500 books, 
besides small libraries for schools. 
Each route in the county has usually 
been visited twice a year. Every family 
is given the chances to take 20 to 30 
books, for a six months period. 


In this way the most remote village 


is placed in touch with the latest and 
best books. The expense has varied 
from $500.00 to 
$900.00 a year. The 


benefits far outweigh the small cots, 
and help make country Hfe attractive. 
This plan would be a fine thing for the 
remote sections of Lie-king county.

SUBJECT TO TAX 


Gains for 1919 Must Be Figured 


Under U. S. Law—Returns 


Due March 15.

A farmer, shopkeeper, or tradesman 


must figure up his net income for 1919; 
and If the farm or business Income 
plus his other Income was sufficient to 
require an Income tax return a com- 
plete return must be filed wltb the col- 
lector of Internal revenue by March 15. 


A farmer should ascertain the gross 


Income of bit farm by computing all 
gains derived from tbe sale or ex- 
change of bis products, whether pro- 
duced on the farm or purchased and 
resold.

Farm Expenses. 


Froiri his gross income a farmer is 


allowed to charge off all of his neces- 
sary expenses in the conduct of the 
farm during thefyear. These Include 
costs of planting, cultivating, harvest- 
Ing and marketing. 
In addition to 


these costs he may deduct money spent 
for ordinary farm tools of short life 
bought during the year, such as shov- 
els, rakes, etc. Also, the cost of feed 
purchased for bis live stock may be 
treated as an expense in so far as this 
cost represents actual outlay, but the 
value of his own products fed to ani- 
mals is npt a deductible item. 


Other farm expenses allowable are 


the cost of minor repairs on buildings 
(but not the dwelling house), on fences, 
wagons and farm machinery; also bills 
paid for horseshoeing, stock powders, 
rock salt, services of veterinary, insur- 
ance (except on dwelling bouse), gaso- 
line for operating power and sundry 
other expenses which were paid for in 
cash. 


As to hired help, all the productive 


labor is a deductible expense; but the 
wages of household servants, or help" 
hired to improve tbe farm, as In tree 
planting, ditchmgT etc.. cannot be 
claimed against earnings. A farmer is 
not allowed to claim a salary for him- 
self or members vf bis family who 
work on the farm. 


Wear and Tear. 


Purchase of fam. machinery, wag- 


ons,' work animals, etc., also the cost 
of construction or~~«j*tension of build- 
ings, silos, fencing,.etc.,-should be con- 
sidered additional investments hi the 
farm and are not,,proper deductions 
Against income.

.A reasonable allowance may be 


claimed fof "Wear and tear on farm 
buildings '(except , the 
farmhouse), 


fences, machinery, work animals, wag- 
ons, tanks, windmills and other farm 
equipment which is used In the con- 
duct of the farm. 


As to antos and tractors, the cost of 


these is not an expense, although the 
cost of their upkeep is an allowable 
deduction, if tbe machines are used ex- 
clusively for farm purposes and not 
for pleasure. Also, in such cases, a de- 
duction for wear and tear is allowed.

There is a naui^out in Sterling, 


Kan., by the name of J. W. Smyser, 
who had 1,300 acres in a swamp 
piece of land'which was not worth 
more than $23 an acre. Two years 
ago Jic bought, a ditching machine 
and grader and used it on 580 acres 
of very wet land, so wet that noth- 
ing could be raised on it. 
Before 


ditchinc he woe unable to harvest a 
crop on this land, even if he could 
raise it, if the season was at all wet 
If there had been a wet spring he 
could not plant a crop. He says: 


"I wouldn't 'taKe $125 an acre for 


thic land.-.Since .we. used the ditcher 
we can drive orer the fanr with a 
car and we can harvest our wheat 
with a header or binder, without any 
inconvenience on account of mod. 
land which k. now of nc use." 


Neither do the ditches bother, as we 
ditched in such a way as to leave ho 
deep, narrow ditches. 


"When, the neighbors saw what a 


good thing it wa& they employed us 
to ditch their wet lands, which we 
did with great success. 


"We now consider our land as good 


as the best, yet at the time we 
bought it people criticized onr judg- 
ment. -We are now raising 40 bush- 
els of wheat to the. acre on this land 
and we believe that concerted effort 
should be made to. drain hundreds of 
thousands of acres which are now 
wet and boggy.

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Edittor of the Advocate—At intervals 


during the past 48 years the question 
of a library building has been discussed 
and considered. 
That the discussions 


have been fruitless is evidenced by the 
fact that Xewark is still without a 
building for its gradually increasing 
collection of books. Through the en- 
ergy and public spirit of the women of 
the" Librarj Association and the gener- 
ous response of the public to the anmia! 
library "tag day. the library iias con- 
tinued to grow in Ispite of handicaps 
which would long ago have pui an end 
to any ordinary business enterprise. In 
spite of insufficient financial support 
and with wholly inadequate quarters 
the library has flourished because it 
has supplied a need. 
What it could 


accomplish if not hampered by lack of 
funds and a properly constructed- build- 
ing would surprise and delight those 
residents of Xewark who are alive to 
the citj 's possibilities and opportuni- 
ties. 
That any private house or public 


building which is at present available 
in Xewark could be made to fit the 
library's pres-ent needs would seem to 
the writer a lack of vision and a short- 
sighted 
-view 
of 
Newark's 
future 


growth. 
It is sufficiently humiliating 


to be compelled to acknowledge that 
Xewark, with a population of 35.000 
people, has no public library building. 
That the city will continue to grow and 
develop is not doubted by anyone inter- 
ested in its material or educational fu- 
ture. 
Why content ourselves, then, 


with a ma'keshift library which will 
"do for the present" when a little en- 
ergy and sacrifice will put us In pos- 
session of a library building which will 
be an aesthetic addition to the city, a 
proper setting for a collection of books 
which will grow in fcize and :n value 
with the years and which will be a 
business1 asset to Newark? 


With the knowledge that the library 


n>ust soon vacate its present cramped 
quarters, the p«>chologfcal moment to 
act has arrived. Let us raise a fund 
sufficient to erect a building to which 
we can point with prk'e, let us require 
our losal taxing Tody to vole an annual 
levy large enough to assure its proper 
maintenance and let us secure 10 our- 
selves a library which shall rank be 
ond to none of its size in the state
